March Loan Bxyhibition: The March Loan Show is composed of two 
groups of Middle Western painters, augmented by a series of draw- 
ings by the cowboy artist, Peter Hurd, from New Mexico. In addi- 
ton, Henry Varn Poor, who was Dorn tn Kansas City, has LENT his 
sasoie and -dignipied portrait “Ruth, which was one of the DTeatures 
of the Midwestern at the Art Institute. One of the most recent of 
his canvases, the artist stated that he feels it is the finest from 
his prush. AS an example of fine, traditional painting it would 

do credit to any museum collection. 


The first of the main groups is called "Iowa Speaks" and is 
made up of paintings and watercolors done by the artists of the 
Stave Who Gave been living a2 communal Iire at Stone City. Of ‘course, 
the American Scene predominates, and a drawing by Grant Wood and 
several oils by Adrian Dornbush, the two instructors, are interest- 
ing notes. Other canvases that will attract attention are the 
Cosmic breo by Helen Hinrichsen, which is satirical in vein, tne 
lovely green of "Old Quarry" by Marvin Coe and "Hog Fight"! by 
Prenc ahi te. 


The second group shows the work of the Rio Grande Painters who 
nave their headquarters at Santa Fe. They are a diversified group 
as their work shows, anc are bound together by a love of the town 
and its paintable surroundings. Paul Lantz, who is represented by 
two Olde, was formerly a student at the Kansas City Art Institute, 
anc has had e colorful life. There are several fine landscapes that 
Caten See Peeling Or That des rE Country, Darticuieariy “Town ol 
santa Fe" by Anne Stockton. Cady Wells, who is well-known in 
Kansas City, has contributed several interesting and typical water- 
CO Lours.. 


The drawings of Peter Hurd, who turned from the army and West 
Point to become an artist, are particularly Strong and virile and 
pefiect the ranch life cf the cownuncher.
